Causes  f  de-'th  were  invariably 
dysentery,  malnutrition,  a-vit -kinesis,  beri-beri.  In  sh.rt  "11  kinds  of 
fo  d-ti efici-ncy  diseases. 


If  the  Indonesian  guards  thou  lit  that  a  man  w is  going  to  die,  he  was 
put  into  a  special  cell.  Bach  morning  guard  came,  .licked  at  the  cell -door 

and.  shouted:  "Are  you  alive  or  dead?"  On  12  April  35  Mr.  KOISIi  was  brought 
to  such  n  cell  to  die.  He  suffered  with  dysentery  and  as  he  could  non  help 
himself,  nor  was  taken  care  of  by  anybody  else,  his  own  ceil  of  course  was 
unspeakably  dirty.  Ihr.t  same  cate  (12  April)  I  was  moved  into  Hr.  KOdJK's 
cell,  dirty  as  it  was,  on  order  of  mantri  FOBtoTi,  who  did  not  take  any  notice 
of  my  strong  protests^ 

A  few  days  afterwards  I  myself  got  dysentery. 

x-ir.  ML' dll  lived  for  another  15  days  in  his  "dying-cell"  and  passed  away 
on  27  April  45, 

[if  a  man  was  abort  to  die,  but  lived  too  long  to  one  of  the  guard's 
opinion,  the  man  was  put  outside  his  cell  or  barrack  into  the  sunshine  to 
speed  up  his  de’th.  I  h-ave  seen  such  thing  happen  myself. 

Once  it  happened  that  a  prisoner,  whom  tue  guaros  supposed  to  be  dead, 
had  been  taken  aw.ay  and  loaded  upon  the  cart,  used  for  funerals.  After  a 
time  he  was  brought  back  because  he  was  found  to  be  still  alive. 

The  Indonesian  doctor  itUo.uuD.ui.  acted  as  prison  ..edicine  Officer,  This 
man  visited  the  prison  bout  once  a  month.  The  BLutOPB.u.S  were  just  nothing 
to  him.  moreover  there  was  a  medical  orderly,  Batok  named  Ltn.AS,  who  was 
not  interested  at  all  in  the  sick.  The  only  medicine  we  ever  got  was  now 
and  -.gain  a  spoonful  of  palmoil  inti  about  once  a  month  some  kind  of  li  .uid 
bally  medicine.) 
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The  Japanese  prison-^dioini st into r ,  ^loHIiLSA,  himself  never  visited 
us  or  inspected  conditions.  His  second  man,  .  Japanese,  whose  name  I  do  not 
know,  mi.de  his  rounds  through  the  prison  daily.  The  only  action  he  took, 
however,  w  .s  beating  up  no./  nd  again  the  cookhouse-personnel  v/hen  he  states 
that  they  had  stolen  too  much  of  the  prisoners'  rations. 

Hie  food  was  at  first  reasonable.  From  6  Dec.  1^43  already,  neals 
became  extremely  bd  and  inade  uate  in  .uantity  as  v/ell  --s  in  quality. 

Per  "bout  40  days  our  meals  consisted  then  of: 

Brea'f-st:  3  very  little  nieces  of  sweet-potato 

( 'weighing  boiled  cert- inly  less  than  100  gr amms ) 

Lunch:  4  or  5  little  pieces  of  sweet-potato  and  a  fevf  leaves  of 

bd  u"lity  greens. 

Dinner!  so,  e  as  lunch 

Either  at  lunch  or  t  evening-me  1  a  very  sir  11  piece  of  salted  fish 
w s  issued,  usually,  however,  consisting  of  the  head  of  the  fish  only. 

After  40  d  .ys  we  got  every  other  day  maize  and  rice  for  midday  'nd 
evening-,,  e  .1.  ...aize  average  300  grams  .  i..e al  (we  hrve  counted  them! )  \nd 
rice  7  spoonfulls. 


At  first  .ve  (_.ot  a  piece  of  boiled  meat  once  a  week  and  half  an  egg  once 
or  twice  a  week;  this  ceased,  however,  after  2  or  3  months.  The  hard- .orkers 
and  those  of  us  supervising  the  work  got  once  a  day  a  so-called  foreman's 
meal  in  qu'ntity  about  three  times  a  normal  meal.  Tliese  -extras  were  deducted 
from  the  food  of  the  others.  The  total  qu'ntity  issueo  remained  the  same. 

From  the  very  beginning  we  tried  to  smuggle  our  clothes  out  of  the  jail 
in  exchange  for  food.  After  this  had  been  detected  all  our  clothing  and 
other  belongings  were  taken  from  us  and  we  ./ere  only  allowed  one  pair  of 
shorts,  one  shirt,  one  blanket  mid  one  grass  mat  if  we  had  any.  /e  v/ere  not 
even  allowed  a  spoon  or  a  pillow. 

Until  1  Jin.  45  -:r.  KOSK  md  I  slept  together  with  109  Chinese  and 
Indonesin  politic  .1  ; risoners  in  a  barrack,  marked  for  14  persons.
